Harry  Ainlay  students  participated  in  3  Mathematics  Contests:  the 
Junior  Math  Contest,   the  Mathematical  Association  of  America  Con- 
test,   and  the  Alberta  Prize  Examination.   The  contestants  placed  high 
in  the  standing   in  all  3  contests.   The  team  of  Bill  Graham,   Andy 
Telford,    Dean  Olmstead,   Jeff  Strangeland,    and  Sylvia  Hobart  placed 
first  in  Alberta  in  the  Junior  Math  Contest.   The  team  score  was  391. 
This  is  a  higher  score  than  any  previous  Ainlay  team  had  made.   Bill 
Graham  obtained  a  score  of  118.75  which  is  higher  than  any  previous 
Harry  Ainlay  competitor  had  made.  He  placed  second  in  Alberta  and 
third  in  Canada  in  a  field  of  19,017  contestants.   Bill  Graham  also 
lead  the  M.  A.  A.   team  which  included  Terry  Koplin  and  Ichiro 
Fujinaga.   The  team  placed  third  in  Alberta.   Bill  Graham  tied  for 
first  place  in  Alberta  with  98  points.    This  is  the  first  time  a  Harry 
Ainlay  student  made  a  mark  of  over  80  -  the  magic  number  in  this 
contest.   The  Alberta  High  School  Prize  Examination  provided  Bill 
Graham  with  another  prize.  He  placed  third  in  Alberta  and  was  invited 
to  write  the  Canadian  Olympiad.   Special  congratulations  to  Bill 
Graham  since  he  is  only  a  grade  eleven  student.

But  there  are  things  more  important  to  talk  about,    for  we  have  done  a  lot  of  meritorious  things. 
In  our  Grade  X  year: 

The  Junior  Titans  tied  the  City  Championship  (the  only  Ainlay  football  team  to  do  so). 
As  things  got  warmed  up,    in  our  Grade  XI  year: 

The  Senior  Soccer  Team,   with  a  lot  of  Grade  XI  help,    captured  the  East  Division  title. 

Sharon  MacQuarrie  was  voted  the  Province's  Best  All  Round  Gymnast. 

Ric  Rosborough  and  his  High  Jump. 
And  finally  this  year: 

The  play,   Ledge,   Ledger,    and  Ledgend,   went  on  to  the  Provincial  Drama  Festival. 

The  Senior  Basketball  Team  won  their  own  tournament. 

The  Ainlay  Debating  Team  took  many  major  debating  tournaments. 

Groups  like  the  Students'  Union  and  Grad,    have  controlled  about  $17,000.00. 

But  history  is  much  too  big  for  one  historian,    but  that  doesn't  matter,    because  the  important  history  is  what's 
remembered  by  people,    and  heck,    aren  t  we  people? 

And  to  the  administration,    as  a  last  request,    please  take  those  files  that  have  me  down  as  MCKIN-SJ -041  356-05 
and  burn  them  -  publicly.

Mr.  Chairman,    Graduands,   Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

It  is  both  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  speak  to  you  tonight.   Steve  has  very  ably  given  the  class  history  of  the 
Graduating  class  of  '74  from  the  students'  point  of  view.   I  have  been  asked  now  to  give  that  same  history  from  the 
viewpoint  of  your  grade  co-ordinator. 

This  assignment  is  one  of  the  many  "Firsts"  for  Ainlay  tonight.   In  addition,   this  is  the  largest  Grad  Ainlay  ever 
had  and  it  is  also  the  first  time  we  have  held  our  Graduating  Ceremonies  here   in  the  beautiful  surroundings  of  the 
Jubilee  Auditorium;   fourthly,  you  are  the  first  Grade  XII' s  in  the  history  of  Ainlay  to  go  through  Grade  X  to  XII 
with  the  SAME  grade  co-ordinator  and  finally,    you  are  the  first  group  that  I  have  ever  "Grade  Co-ordinated"  through 
the  three  grades.   Although  I  had  practiced  being  Grade  X  Co-ordinator  the  year  before  you  arrived  at  Ainlay  when 
I  had  only  2  of  the  Grade  X  group  -to  all  intents  and  purposes,   I  was  your  Grade  XI  Co-ordinator  and  your  Grade 
XII  Co-ordinator  as  a  rank  amateur.    Thus,    in  a  way,   we  shared  the  wonder  and  newness  of  each  new  grade  together. 
In  addition,    if  I  made  any  errors,   you  can  attribute  them  to  my  lack  of  experience;  just  as  I,    on  a  few  occasions, 
attributed  your  mistakes  to  the  same  reason.  However,   when  I  go  down  now  and  pick  up  6  -  700  squirmy,   noisy, 
little  Grade  X's,   1  should  be  able  to  profit  from  all  the  lessons  that  you  have  taught  me  and  be,   hopefully,    a  better 
grade  co-ordinator  the  second  time  round! 

As  1  walk  through  the  halls  of  Ainlay  these  days,   I  get  filled  with  nostalgia.   You  know,    I'm  really  going  to  miss 
you!  Although  the  ten  on  my  "Most  Wanted"  list  changes  from  year  to  year  as  do  the  students  who  sit  outside  my 
office  in  Murderer's  Row,   I  count  amongst  my  friends  these  very  same  students  -  as  I  do  also  my  friends  in  Beauty 
Culture  32,    Liranha,   Noreen,   Karen,   Fran,    and  Linda  who  keep  my  hair  presentable  -  and  that's  a  challenge  -  also 
my  friends  in  the  Auto  classes  -  who  call  me  "Trouble"  or  "Mom"  but  who  keep  my  car  running  and  that's  even  a 
greater  challenge!  Finally,    my  friends  in  Smoke  Room  30  -  Brian,   Glen,    Kevin,   Marty,    Dale,    Colin,   Ken,   Sylvia, 
Rosemary,   Mary  Lee,   Sharon,   Val,    and  Regina.   Actually,    I  have  mentioned  by  name  only  a  few  of  you  -  but 
really  Grade  XII,    I  will  miss  you  all!  (from  Rod  Little  who  is  the  littlest  to  Tom  Cuthbertson,   whom  I  think,    is  the 
biggest).   It  is  to  your  credit  that  everywhere  1  walk  in  this  school,   I  get  the  distinct  impression  that  I'm  walking 
amongst  friends.   I  have,    over  the  past  three  years,   had  to  hound  you,    harrangue  you,    and  hassle  you,   but  you  have 
responded  well  -  and  I  admire  you  for  it. 

I  was  reprimanded  slightly  by  a  friend  and  fellow  teacher  the  other  day  when  I  referred  to  you  as  "MY  Grade  XII1  s 
-  although  I  realize  that  you're  not  really  just  MY  Grade  XII' s,    I  consider  it  an  involuntary  tribute  to  you  on  my 
part  that  I  should  wish  to  claim  you  -  if  I  DIDN'T  like  you  or  if  I  WEREN'T  proud  of  you,    I  would  certainly  just 
refer  to  you  as  THE  Grade  XII. 

You  know,   it  is  a  bit  like  having  a  class  of  600  students  over  a  3  year  period  -  working  with  you  on  your  pro- 
grammes,   your  courses,    your  attendance,    and  your  personal  problems  -  about  100  of  you  each  year  drop  in  and  out 
and  keep  being  replaced  by  others.   On  checking  the  records,    over  the  past  3  years,    I  have  handled  about  900  differ- 
ent students  but  about  450  have  stayed  stable  as  the  main  group  that  started  in  Grade  X  and  moved  right  through  to 
Grade  XII  and  put  up  with  me  nobly  -  year  after  year. 


When  you  arrived  at  Ainlay  3  years  ago,   we  had  moved  into  our  new  addition.   We  were  just  beginning  the  same  semester  system  that  we  are 
finishing  with  now.   You  were  the  first  group  that  felt  the  economic  squeeze  of  35  credits  which  is  now  blooming  again  into  40  credits.    So  you  were 
IN  on  the  beginning  and  the  END 'of  an  era  of  4/6  semester  and  of  programmes  of  35  credits  only.   Therefore,    it  is  to  your  credit  again,   that  so  many 
of  you  did  manage  to  pick  up  your  100  credits  or  more  out  of  a  possible  105  credits  -  and  with  the  largest  honor  roll  of  all  three  grades  -  73 
students  achieving  Honors  standing  and  50  more  Honorable  Mention!  !  !  My  "top  ten"  here  are  Randy  Piepenberg,   Debra  Stack,  Joene  MacArthur, 
Melanie  Moore,   David  Shamchuk,   Jennifer  Graham ,   Don  Smith,   BradAnholt,    Steve  McKinnon,    and  Bob  Lefsrud. 

But  school  should  not  be  judged  or  remembered  from  the  academic  side  of  the  ledger  alone  -  the  co-curricular  aspect  of  school  is  extremely  impor- 
tant as  well. 

In  a  way,   the  history  of  your  life  at  Ainlay  could  be  laid  out  in  a  book  with  3  chapters  -  Chapter  I  -  Grade  X,   Chapter  II  -  Crade  XI,    and 
Chapter  III  -  Grade  XII  and  some  of  you  likedthe  book  so  well,   that  you  are  planning  to  write  a  fourth  chapter1 

In  skimming  through  Chapter  I,   1  remember  >ou  during  that  lineup  in  the  Gym  on  your  first  day  of  school,   during  Frosh  Week,   football  games  that 
were  truly  Titanic  struggles,    basketball  games,   school  dances,   Naiad,    and  the  track  meet.   A  few  individuals  come  to  mind  -  Wendy  Wyldman  was 
Gold  Medalist  for  the  City  Novice  Mats  in  Gymnastics  and  Cold  Medalist  in  the  Provincial  Junior  Beam.  John  Ferris  won  the  Short  Story  contest  that 
year  for  the  Olympus  Literary  Magazine.   As  a  judge  in  that  contest,   that  was  my  first  experience  with  the  writing  of  John  Ferris  -  but  I  was  to  see 
much  more  of  it  when  I  became  one  of  his  teachers  the  following  year,    in  Grade  XI  when  he  won  the  Provincial  Playwriting  contest.    I  will  remember 
also  the  writing  of  many  others  in  that  group  that  year!  Such  as  Wendy  Rempel,   Tim  Daniel  and  Mitch  Parsons,   to  name  only  a  few. 

Chapter  II  orings  on  many  more  memories  -  the  Slave  Sale  when  Mr.    Radomsky  bought  the  whole  Social  Studies  department  and  had  them  serve 
him  dinner  in  the  middle  of  the  rotunda  and  serenade  him  -  Mr.   Demaine  made  a  gorgeous  Chef!  That  was  the  year  also  that  my  Language  21  class 
bought  me  at  the  Slave  Sale  and  I  got  shin  splints  pushing   in  a  wheelbarrow,   guys  like  Bill  Behnke  and  Dave  Garrett,    back  and  forth  to  the  Cafeteria, 
where,    in  my  lowly  position  as  slave,   I  was  allowed  to  wine  and  dine  my  whole  class  with  pop  and  revels.    Memories  of  Open  House  that  year  come 
flooding  in  with  its  Coffee  House,   French  Cafe,    Randy  Kisses,   Fashion  Show  and  many  other  highlights.   In  sports,    Sharon  MacQuarrie  picked  up  her 
SECOND  City  and  Provincial  Gymnastic  Championships  having  won  them  also  in  Grade  X.    Ric  Rosborough  was  the  Intermediate  Boys'  Provincial 
High  Jump  Champion;  the  Titan  Senior  A  Soccer  Team  won  the  East  Division  and  the  Sr.   Titan  Football  Team  won  Division  I  of  Edmonton.   That 
was  the  year  of  the  big  band,    Chilliwack  -  a  tremendous  time  was  had  by  all  and  yet  I  can't  help  but  think  of  Robert  Service's  words  when  he  wrote, 
"There  are  strange  things  done  in  the  midnight  sun  by  the  men  who  moil  for  gold!  "  and  I  can't  help  thinking  that  Mr.    Smeltzer  looked  like  Horatio 
trying  to  hold  the  bridge  when  the  drive  was  on  this  year  to  get  the  big  band  T.    Rex.   You  students  came  to  his  assistance  and  voted  it  out  -  which 
might  have  said  goodbye  to  the  Big  Band  Era  as  well.   On  stage  I  have  many  pleasant  memories,    but  one  I  will  never  forget  is  Janice  Roed  in  the 
melodrama  -  flexing  her  muscles  as  the  muscle-bound  hero  coming  to  the  rescue  of  a  damsel  in  distress. 

On  scanning  Chapter  III  of  our  history  book,  I  remember  vividly  Bob  Lefsrud's  Crad  President  campaign  as  being  perhaps  one  of  the  best  campaigns 
I  have  ever  seen  in  Ainlay's  eight  years  of  existence  -  you  will  agree  with  me  that  he  has  well  fulfilled  his  promises  when  the  Graduation  ceremonies 
tonight  and  your  Grad  Dance  Friday  night  have  ended.   A  tremendous  job!   -  with  tremendous  leadership!  !  ! 

The  Interprovincial  Basketball  final  where  Ainlay  Senior  Titans  came  out  on  top  was  a  memorable  highlight  of  this  year.   I  remember,    in  particular, 
the  playing  of  Cetty,    Rosborough,   Schulz,    and  Smith.   The  plays  put  on  by  our  Drama  30  for  the  Children's  Theatre  are  charming  memories  - 
especially  Debbie  Evans  as  Puss  V  Boots,   Kathy  Hampton  as  the  Princess,   Doug  Myhre  as  Kanga,  Wendy  Wyldman  as  the  small  kangaroo,   Chris 
Dutton  as  the  Enchanter,   Barbara  Lake  as  the  Queen  or  in  our  excellent  Provincial  one-act  play  entry  of  "The  Ledge,   the  Ledger,    and  the  Legend"  - 
Nigel  Scott,   Bruce  Thomson,    and  Chris  Dutton.   However,   what  I  won't  mention,    are  the  BARE  facts  of  an  incident  that  took  place  at  the  Drama 
Festival  at  Banff  a  couple  of  weeks  ago.   I  understand  it  was  quite  a  showing! 

Although  the  adjudicator,   Professor  Peacock,   praised  our  official  entry  highly,   he  had  several  favorable  comments  to  say  about  our  unofficial 
entry  -  such  as  it  was  going  in  the  right  direction,   possible  titles  could  have  been  "By  the  Skin  of  Our  Teeth"  or  "Let  It  All  Hang  Out".   He  concluded 
with  the  suggestion  that  the  costuming  left  something  to  be  desired. 

In  addition,   last  month,   the  team  of  Bill  Graham ,   Terry  Koplin,    and  Ichiro  Fujinaga  placed  third  for  Alberta  and  the  N.  W.T.    in  the  Annual 
National  Math  Contest. 

In  the  debating  field  this  year,  John  Ferris  and  Brad  Anholt  won  not  only  the  Athabasca  Tournament  but  also  the  University  Tournament  open  to 
university  students,    and  finally  2  weeks  ago,   the  Winston  Churchill  Debates.   Hot  on  their  heels  constantly,   was  another  pair  of  excellent  debaters,    in 
the  persons  of  Dwight  "The  Cornhusker"  Christianson  and  Werner  Hoerger.   The  P.  A.   Announcements  will  never  be  the  same  at  Ainlay  with  the 
passing  of  these  four  announcers!  !  !   Speaking  of  Brad  Anholt,   our  able  treasurer  of  Crad  Council  and  my  personal  stock  broker,   I  should  report  him  and 
Bob  Lefsrud,   our  worthy  Crad  President,   to  the  S.P.C.A.   or  someone  -  how  would  you  like  to  be  reminded  daily  of  how  many  days  were  left  in  which 
to  write  your  speech?  It  was  a  regular  countdown  -  they  would  either  sidle  up  to  me  and  mutter  it  in  my  ear  or  sidle  up  to  a  P.  A.    and  blast  it  over 
the  whole  school  -  26  days  to  go,   Mrs.    Phipps!   It  was  enough  to  make  me  even  more  nervous  than  I  already  was!  !  (Don't  let  me  kid  you,   fellows.   I 
enjoyed  every  minute  of  it.  ) 

We  are  now  coming  to  the  end  of  Chapter  III  -  as  1  scan  the  topic  headings  I  remember  vividly  the  football,    the  sock  hops,   the  Hallowe'en  dance 
and  Spook  Alley,   the  ski  trips,   the  Christmas  Cabaret,   the  door  decorating  contest,   the  gals  who  decorated  my  office  door  (Cathy  Gibson,  Diane 
Boyd,  Jan  Crouch),   the  Blood  Donor  clinic,   the  Grease  Week  and  dance,   the  Smoking  Room  redecoration,   but  I  can't  help  but  be  reminded  here  of 
Winston  Churchill's  words  when  he  said  -  "Never  has  so  much  been  owed  BY  so  many  TO  so  few"  -  the  Naiad  hi-jinks  and  dance  and  the  crowning  of 
the  Naiad  Queen,   Barb  Breckenridge ,    and  the  many  "lean  and  hungry  look"  after  the  40  hour  Starvathon  or  Famathon  (as  I  think  it  was  called)  last 
month. 

Very  soon  this  book  will  be  going  to  press.    It  might  not  be  a  best  seller,   but  it  will  certainly  be  one  of  the  most  cherished  volumes  on  the  shelves 
of  memory.   The  future  holds  promise  of  many  more  volumes  with  each  of  you  as  the  budding  scribe  -  let  each  page  be  written  nobly  and  honorably. 

Thus,    as  we  bid  farewell  to  you,   the  Graduating  class  of  '74,   I  ask  you  "What  lessons  have  you  learned  at  Ainlay7"  We  can't  RECALL  you  for 
DEFECTS  -  as  large  car  manufacturers  do  -  we  can  only  hope  that  over  the  past  three  years  you  have  indeed  grown  in  wisdom  and  in  stature  -  and  in 
favor  with  God  and  Man.    If  this  be  so  -  we  could  not  ask  for  more. 

I  cannot  close  this  history  of  the  Graduating  class  of  '74  without  mentioning  a  brave  lad,  Tony  Hidson,  who  didn't  quite  make  it  to  his  graduation. 
He  began  with  you  in  Grade  X  -  continued  in  Grade  XI  but  halfway  through  the  year  he  found  out  that  he  had  a  drastically  enlarged  heart.  Although 
in  great  pain  most  of  the  time  from  the  swelling  of  his  entire  body,  he  insisted  on  coming  to  school  until  late  September  of  his  Grade  XII  year  when 
he  finally  slipped  away  from  "S.   He  was  an  unusual  lad  in  that  he  had  wisdom  and  courage  far  beyond  his  years  and  he  loved  going  to  school! 

I  repeat,  I'm  going  to  miss  you,  Grade  XII  -  all  of  you,  your  problems,  your  delegations  in  search  of  justice,  your  birthday  wishes  to  me  over  the 
P. A.  the  past  two  years,  the  Valentine  greetings  from  the  Auto  boys  ALSO  over  the  P.  A.  ,  the  personalized  sweat  shirts  by  my  friend,  Jerome  Leung, 
and  the  samples  of  donuts,  chocolates  and  cookies  brought  in  by  the  students  of  Food  Science  30  and  Food  Prep  32.  I  have  many  warm  memories  of 
you  all.   How  could  I  ever  forget  you! 

In  conclusion,   Grade  XII,   when  you  have  left  my  office  in  the  past  three  years,   I  have  bid  each  of  you  farewell  with  a  variety  of  expressions.  May 
I  take  the  liberty,    in  closing,   of  blending  them  all  together  into  one  last  farewell  - 
"GOODBYE,   GOOD  LUCK,    STAND  TALL,   TAKE  CARE,  AND  MAY  COD  BLESS  YOU !!  "

Mr.   Chairman,    Fellow  Graduates,   Honored  Guests, 
Parents,    and  Friends 

To  always  examine  change,   to  attempt  compre- 
hension of  everything  that  touches  you,   to  maintain 
a  high  level  of  personal  integrity  in  the  face  of  the 
future  -  these  are  the  ultimate  goals  toward  which 
our  whole  beings  have  been  directed.   The  last 
twelve  years  -  a  most  necessary  experience  -  have 
culminated  in  a  partial  realization  of  these  ideals. 
They  have  brought  us  to  this  night.   And  now  a  cur- 
tain is  lowered,   this  play  is  played,   these  lights  are 
dimmed,    and  we  face  what  we  are,    and  what  we 
might  yet  be.   For  what  we  were  we  have  our  child- 
hood to  thank;  for  what  we  are  we  have  our  parents, 
our  teachers,    and  each  other  to  thank.   For  what  we 
might  be  we  have  only  ourselves  upon  which  to 
depend. 

In  the  final  analysis,   we  are  all  islands.   Anything 
worthwhile  that  we  accomplish  in  our  lifetimes,  even 
though  we  may  be  aided  by  others,   will  be  through 
our  own  endeavor.

We  have  been  given  the  tools,   the  skills, 
and  the  knowledge  to  enlarge  our  capacities  and 
therefore  the  world  around  us.    The  programmes  we 
have  taken  have  directed  us  toward  a  wide  range  of 
vocations;  they  have  provided  for  many  different 
needs  and  ambitions,    and  many  different  people;  as 
far  as  was  possible  they  have  given  us  a  prepatory 
vocational  and  academic  basis  that  will  stand  us  in  good  stead  in  the  adult  world. 

Our  school  years  have  given  us  good  friends,    and  good  memories  of  some  very  special  experiences.   In  many  ways, 
we  have  grown  up  together.   Our  three  years  at  Ainlay  have  allowed  us  a  chance  to  develop  a  quality  of  leadership; 
they  have  given  us  the  opportunity  to  learn  tolerance  and  liberality;  they  have  presented  the  occasion  to  participate 
whole-heartedly  in  organized  lunacy.    They  have  given  us  the  chance  to  mature  and  season  our  judgements  with 
honesty  and  realism.   All  in  all,    in  retrospect,   these  past  years  have  some  of  the  best  in  our  lives. 

For  the  class  of  '74,   the  horizon  stretches  clean  and  uninterrupted.  We  have  the  ability,    and  we  shall  have  the 
opportunities  to  fulfill  the  promise  of  our  past.   The  Canadian  Business  and  political  imagination,    for  example,    is 
taken  up  by  enterprises  requiring  the  virtues  of  an  older  frontier  society  -  that  inner  fire,   that  intelligence,   that 
willingness  to  take  risks;  conversely,    Canada  participates  vigorously  in  the  new  frontiers  which  the  twentieth  cen- 
tury has  opened.   Our  country  contributes  expert  technical  knowledge  and  experience  to  the  exploration  and  devel- 
opment of  outer  and  inner  space.  Within  the  country  itself,   ways  and  means  to  improve  our  development  of  re- 
sources,   our  utilization  of  manpower,    and  our  investigation  of  new  industrial  possibilities,    are  constantly  being 
devised. 

High  school  students  such  as  ourselves  will  provide  the  manpower,   the  know-how,    and  the  technical  expertise  that 
just  such  programs  will  require.

And  we  will  inherit  the  responsibility  for  this  expanding  industrial 
complex.  We  will  inherit  the  well-being  of  an  inherently  stable  society,    and  we  will  be  presented  with  an  occasion 
for  self-fulfillment  of  which  our  predecessors  had  no  conception. 

For  along  with  the  promises  and  responsibilities  that  are  traditionally  passed  from  one  generation  to  another  will 
be  other,  unique  realities  to  be  confronted.  We  will  have  more  time  beyond  those  hours  given  to  maintaining  our- 
selves than  the  average  man  has  ever  had.  Hours  to  spend  learning  new  crafts,  hours  to  spend  with  good  literature, 
hours  to  spend  keeping  ourselves  physically  fit,  hours  to  spend  travelling  throughout  the  country  and  abroad  to  ex- 
pand our  mental  horizons.  Time  to  sit  down  and  discover  what  we  are  doing  and  why  we  are  here.  Time  to  devote 
to  the  upgrading  of  the  quality  of  our  lives,  so  that  we  don't  lose  ourselves  and  everyone  else  in  an  endless  shuffle. 
Time  to  stop  and  talk  to  people  so  that  we  come  away  satisfied  and  enriched  with  their  view  of  life.  Time  to  ex- 
perience the  minutest  facets  of  everyday  existence.  Time  to  enter  into  two  or  three  occupations,  two  or  three  new 
phases. 

Saying  good-bye  to  Harry  Ainlay  is  saying  good-bye  to  a  phase  in  our  lives  that  we  can  never  forget.   None  of  us 
will  again  embrace  the  experiences  of  our  high  school  year.   Our  high  school  companions  will  be  scattered  to  the 
four  corners  of  the  earth.   Our  past  is  irrevocable  and  irretrievable.   Now,   we  can  only  look  confidently  to  a  future 
for  which  we  have  been  well-prepared.  We  are  the  future.

Einstein  proved  that  E=MC2,   where  E  is  energy,  M  is  mass,    and  C  is  the 
speed  of  light.
